Please amend the claims as follows: 

1 . (Amended One time) An angiogenesis-inhibitory tripeptide of 
formula aa1-aa2-aa3, having a first amino acid (aal), a second amino acid 
(aa2) and a third amino acid (aa3), wherein: 

(a) said first amino acid is selected from the group consisting of Ser, 
Thr, Ala, Phe, Tyr, Cys, Gly, Leu, Lys, Pro, Arg, Gin, Glu, Asp, 
Asn, His, Met, lie, Trp, Val, diaminoproprionic acid and trans-A- 
hydroxy-proline; 

(b) said second amino acid is selected from the group consisting of 
Asn, Ala, Gly, Asp. Glu, Gin diaminoproprionic acid and trans-A- 
hydroxy-proline; and 

(c) said third amino acid is selected from the group consisting of Ser, 
Thr. Ala. Phe, Tyr, Cys, Gly, Leu, Lys, Pro, Arg, Gin, Glu, Asp, 
Asn. His, Met, lie, Trp, Val, diaminoproprionic acid and trans-A- 
hydroxy-proline; 

and wherein the tripeptide is not Arg-Gly-Asp.
